After that date
it will be a misdemeanor, punishable
by heavy fines and Imprisonment in
that state to =ell or even to give them
away. Why should not Oregon follow
Wisconsin's exampie?

The law does not provide punish-
ment for vigarstte smoking, but that
is unnecessary. If the law ls rigor-
opaly enforced that will make It im-
paossible for anyboldy in Wisconsin to
procure cigarettes to smoke, For (his
wise and necessary legislatlon and
action the legislature and governor of
Wisconsin deserve the thanks of the
nation. We shall now see If it Is pos-
sible to stamp out thig clgarette dis-
ease and stop the greed and heartless
tobacco trust's degradation of the na-
tion's youth.
